A Huge Klectrlc Battery. 



In erecting tlio great Statue of Lib-' 
erty, two things li.-ul to be considorod 
that seom very trillino;, iind yet, if neg- 
lected, might destroy tlie atatuo in 
one d.iy, or cjiiiso it to erumblo .slowly 
to pieces. One in the suu, the other is 
the sea bree/.o. Either of these oould 
destroy the great copper figure, and 
something must bo done to prevent 
ouch a disaster. The heat of the sun 
would expand the metal and pull it out 
of shape, precisely as it does pull the 
Brooklyn Bridge out of shape every 
day. The bridge is made in four parts, 
and when they expand with the heat of 
the sun they slide one past the other, 
and no harm is done. 'I'ljo river span 
rises and falls day and night, as heat 
and cold alternate. The great copper 
Btntue is likewise in two parts, the 
frame-work of iron and tlio copper 
covering; and while they are securely 
fastened together they can move one 
over tlie other. ICach bolt will slip a 
trifle aa tho copper expands in the hot 
August sunshine, and slide bitck ao;aiu 
when the freezing winds blow ancf the 
vast figure shrinks together in tho 
cold. Besides tiiis, tlio copper surfiico 
is so thin and elastic lliai it will beiiil 
slightly when licuteil, yet keep its gen- 
eral shape. 

Tho salt air blowing in from the sea 
bas thin fingora and a bitter, biting 
tongue. li it finds a crack where It 
can creep in between tho copper surface 
uiid iron skeleton, there will bo trouble 
at once. 'J'hose raolals do not ugruo 
together, and whore there is salt moist- 
ure in the air tiiey seem to quarrel 
more bitterly than ever. It aooms that 
every joiaing of points of copper and 
iron makes a, tiny battery, and so faint 
gbirers of electricity woultl run through 
ail the statue, slowly corroding and 
eating it inio dust. This curious, 
silent, and yet sure dcslnictiou must 
be prevented, and so every joint 
throughout tho statue, wherever copper 
touches iron, must be protected with 
little rags stuffed between the metald 
to keep them from quarreling, it i.s 
tho same wherever two different met- 
als touch each other. Jmngiue what a 
tremendous battery the I,iberty would i 
make, with its tons of copper surface ; 
and monstrous skeleton of iron. 
However, a little care prevents all 
danger, as provision will be made, of 
course, for keeping tho metals from 
touching each other. — From "The 
Bartholdi Htatxtc," by Charles Barnard, 
in SI.

THE Flil':NCII CONSTITUTION. 

The telegrai^h liiis already iiifoiiued the 
- • -pnljHo-that the eonveiition wMeh assembltd 
at Paris to revise the French coustitiitiim 
broke up in a jolly row. Tliu firmvi'iition 
was compoEed of theKeuntc ;uul I'lmuibi r nf 
deputies, in joint sossiou. lioth oli;uii- 
bers had previously vottil thut u nivisiun 
was expedient. The uiiuistt-rs Imd preimi-- 
t;d a prugrunime for the eonvi^utiim, the 
- most importiuit uf whieh wiis the iibolish- 
^, ^inent of the life seimtors, who uunibtr 
71). The deputies iiiniiber 5;!2. Two 
hundred iind twenty-five of the Treneh 
.souutors iiro elected by the (U jmrtiui'Uts and 
colonies for a term of nine years, and the 
». -remaining neveuty-tivo are elected (or life 
by the uatiouul assembly — that is, the sen- 
ate aud chamber of deputies, jointly. So 
long as parliamentary government in 
France wa.s a donbtful exporimenl, the life 
senatorships were a eouservntive feature, 
tendinc to iutroduee staliility, whieh even 
republicans wi're not disposed tu iibjeet to. 
But the time has ndw eonie when the eon- 
.stitution is not so niueh in net'd of ballast 
as of more soil, and m eiiidin^dy we Ihul the 
ministry pmiiosiny to I'Uniinate the life 
tenure and make the terms of the senators 
uniform, thouyh it is uot uroi)<)s- 
ed to disturb the members who 
have already been elected for life. 
Otlier fcaturco of tlie ministerial pro- 
graiumo are a chun<je touehiiii,' tiie rehitiuna 
of the dopnti(:8 atul tiie senators to money 
bills, the elimination uf the constitutional 
provision for olUeial prayers in the cliurches 
upon the Sunday following the mooting 
of the chambers, aud a restriction upon 
the power of the natiunnl assembly to alter 
the constitution by providing,' that it shall 
not o.vtond to a change in the form of 
government. The deputies already pos- 
sess the exclusive right to originate tiiian- 
ciul measures, and the amendment rolatds 
to a troublesome question, the right of the 
senate to iutroduee all sorts of changes 
into bills that have been passed by the 
co-ordinate body. These are the changes 
in the French constitution proposed by 
the ministry and it will be seen tiiat they 
are important v.ithout being revolution- 
ary. To the ministerial programme an 
important addition is made by a commit- 
tee of the deputies. This is the establish- 
ment of the "scrutin de liste" system of 
election of members of that body. There 
has been so much discussion of this pro- 
posal that its meaning is generally under- 
stood. It is simply the election of a num. 
ber of deputies on a common ticket in- 
stead of balloting for each one separately. 



TBE AFIilCAN ASiyOCIATION. 

Henry M. Stanley has returned to 'Lon- 
don, having completed the work for which 
he was sent to Africa, the construction of 
roads, the establishment of stations and 
other measures neceasary to open the 
region of the Congo to the commerce of 
the world. A large amount of money 
has been expended by the asaociation, and 
it remains to be seen whether the traflic 
of the nowly-oponed territory will pay for 
the investment. If the (Jongu were 
navigable along its whole course it would 
form a magnificent highway into the in- 
terior of Africa, but a largo part of its 
lower course being obstructed by rapids 
and waterfalls, transportation by laud has 
to be resorted to, which greatly increases 
the cost, and does not pay e.\eept for very 
valuable articles, siieli as gold ami ivory. 
Such being the case, the sottlenieiit of the 
country by whites is not likely to bu very 
rapid. The climate of the interior is 
healthful and the soil inost productive, 
but until the trathc of the region war- 
rants the construction of a railway, agri- 
cultural products caiiMut profitably be ex- 
ported. The Internaliunal .Association is 
an independent organization, owing al 
legiance to no government, but having a 
flag of its own. Tlmir plan is a great ex- 
periment, aod it is a question whether it 
will succeed. 



MH. LENIJJAN'S U HI EVA NCR. 

Mr. Lenihan, late one of tlio Indian com- 
minaioners for this iiri.viiiee, has publish- 
ed in a Lindsay (Out.) newspaper a 
Btatament of hia case. Il appears that Mr. 
Lenihan was induced Ijy Mr. Blake to dis- 
pose of his business in Toronto and ac- 
cept an office in the Indian department 
in British Oolumbia. He arrived here 
soon after the Mackenzie adininiatration 
took the reins; but was left by that gov- 
ernment to struggle hopelessly with his 
colleague during all the time ihoy re- 
mained in office. The liberal government 
never defined his duties from the lirat, or 
assisted him in any way in his contest 
with Dr. Powell. We luive always 
thought and still think that Mr. Leni- 
han was badly used by the conservative 
government; but until the publication 
oF the statement of his C!)se over his own 
signature we never know that his own 
political friends had treated him as badly. 
The liberal government placed liiiii iu a 
false position and left him there. The 
conservatives found him where the liberals 
had left him, uiui disposed of him 
summarily. It was as clearly the duty of 
Mr. Blake to protect his friend ns it af- 
terwards became the duty of Sir John 
Maedonald to compensate Mr Lenilian 
'for hia~ lasses. 



OMOLERA AND PREVENTION. 

— -'-As we become accustomed to daily re- 
ports of cholera .from different parts (jf 
the world wo are apt to lose our drsad of 
it and to ignore the necessity for'pjrepa.r- 
ing the city to resist the dread enemy 
should it visit our shore. Negligence in 
this matter we might at sometime have 
serious cause to regret. In San Franciaet] 
the sanitary ciiinlitiun uf the city is receiv- 
ing groat attention . .-Vt ruceiil meetings 
of the supervisors it was decided to re- 
move immediately certain nuisances which 
have hitherto existed and to institute a 
careful inspection of the plumbing and 
drainage of the city. A sanitary coiumit- 
tee are to be authorized to make a huuse- 
to-honso inspection uf tlu! wliole city. 
These are measures in which we might 
well follow suit. Our city drainage is not 
worthy of the name, and an inapeotion of 
the plumbing of some of the houses would 
probably reveal a shocking state of affair". 
Even if cholera shonid never reach us bad 
sewerage often develops dipthoria or other 
contagious diseases, and the growth of the 
city calls for a renovation of the drainage 
system.

TIIE SCIIiniDT FIKE. 

A Fierce Blaxe niid Illiicti Dam- 
age Done. 

San Francisco, Aug:5. — In all the up- 
per portion of the Schmidt building the 
violence of the flames was so great that 
all the water poured on them from all the 
engines in the city seemed to produce no 
eliect. The efforts of the firemen were 
badly neutralized by constant bursting of 
the hose, owing to the smallness of tlie 
pipes in that locality. At 11 o'clock the 
worst was over and the fire confined to 
the building where it originated. .'Vll the 
employes, many of whom were girls, es- 
oaped witlnnit injury, although aevenil of 
them were forced to make a hazardous 
jump in their exit. The losses will not be 
so great as was at first supposed, although 
those of Schmidt ct Co. are closely esti- 
mated at .S200,000 with insurance for 
8120,000. The names of companies are 
not yet known. Tliis with the value of 
the building will probably bring the to- 
tal losses up to §300,000. The building 
was a very largo and handsome structure 
and comprised all numbers from 28 to 31 
on Main street. It had a frontage of 90 
feet with a depth of V37k feet. The lower 
door was occupied by Tatum & Bowen, 
dealers in oil and machinery. The two 
upper floors contained the machinery and 
stock of the Schmidt Labeling and Litho- 
graph Company, the largest establishment 
of the kind on the coast. The fire origin- 
ated in the varnialiing department through 
the upsetting of a can of varnish near the 
fire. The flames spread with great rapid- 
ity and within a few minutes of the first 
alarm all the upper stories wore in full 
blaze. At 10.45 the rear portion of the 
of tile roof fell and a few ininuteH later 
the roof of the third story came crashing 
(luivn to the second floor, borne down by 
t,he weight of the heavy machinery. Al- 
though the floor was severely strained 
that floor was the means of saving Tatum 
it Bo wen's stock on the ground floor 
whicii has only suflered from the drench- 
ing it recoiveil. 

The losses of Schmidt it Co. are §201),- 
000; insured for §120,000. Tatum it 
Bowen, dealers in machinery and lubricat- 
ing oils, flB.OQQ; fully covered by insur- 
ance. Walen it Tracy, §1,000; covered. 
The total insurance is divided among 40 
companies. The largest holders are the 
.Ktna of Hartford, §5,000; Hartford Co., 
!i55,000; and the Royal of England, §35,- 
000. One hundred and fifty employes 
are thrown out of employment.

Lt. Col. Houghton, who has been on a 
tour uf inspectiuii in the Saskatchewan 
district, and who collected the arms and 
clothing of several disorganized com- 
panies, has just returned to Winnipeg 
and aays that groat discontent exists 
among the half breeds. Alany uf them 
are loaly in a bad way owing to the 
draught.

Col. Houghton says that the set- 
tlors complained to him that they liave 
not been able to procure tho patents for 
their land, and they have other grievan- 
cos against the govurninent. Ha believes 
if they had thuir patents they would be 
upponaod to a certain e.vtent, as by a sale 
of u portion of their land they could keep 
thu wolf from their door. At the meet- 
ings which they held tho opiiuon waa ex- 
pro.sfied that they should receive the same 
treatment as was accorded tho half 'urecnls 
in Manituba. Kiel, the Coluiiel said, was 
caiiipiiig on the south fork of the iSas- 
katcliowan. The half-breeds were eiideav 
oriag to secure thu co operation ot tiui 
Indians ui the igitation.
